The country's first Ocean Energy Laboratory was act 
up at the Par Eastern Research Centre ot the USSR 
Academy ol Sciences, 1ZVEST1A reports. It Is to study 
the White and the Okhotsk seas where tides arc the most 
powerful to ibis country.

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These photographs wero taken 
at the annual folklore festival at 
the Vltoslavltsy folk wooden 
architectural museum, in Novgo- 
rod. 

The unique silhouette of Uie 
Russian northern village with Its 
light, almost aerial churches, and 
solid wooden log huts adorued 
with intricate carving has sur- 
vived to this day thanks to Ihe 
craftsmanship ot Novgorod car- 
penters who regarded the use of 
metal nails as slinmcful to their 
trade. 

The heroic talcs, lays, ditties 
and songs, some ot which wero 
put down on blrcbbark which 
originated In the area have Ihe 
unique and Intricate quality of 
the wooden carving decorating 
Novgorod homes. 

Old rituals and traditions 
have been carefully preserved, 
and the festival attracts many 
folk nrltsls, as well as largo 
audiences. 

Folk costume Is worn: the 
women don high headdresses 
and satin and silk sarafans, and 
the men kosovorotka shirts and 
high boots. 

Songs and tunes, both gay and 
sad, are heard throughout tho 
day, with wedding songs crown- 
ing Ihe festival.

VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS ON THE 
EVE OF REFORM 

A reform of genera/ cducarfonal and vocational 
schools Jura been adopted In this country. In tho SO- 
VIETSKAYA ROSSiYA newspaper, Oeronly Kamayev, 
Chairman ol ihe RSFSR Slate Committee lor Vocation- 
al Education, reflects on /he beginning of the reform 
in vocational schools. 

In the Russfrn Federation there are 4,156 vocal tonal 
schools, with a student body of about 2 million, being 
trained In more than 1,000 Helds. 

Vocal tonal schools ol today have made great pro- 
gress by comparison not only with the postwar trade 
schools, bui also with Industrial schools ol recent 
years. However, the further improvement of the train- 
ing and educational process requires ihe sefi/ng up ol 
a single type ol educational establishment — a secon- 
dary vocational school with corresponding depart- 
ments according to profession and with length of stu- 
dy depending on tho educal tonal level of the entrants. 
An almost twofold Increase fn enrolment at such 
schools Is expected. Experience has shown that to re- 
ceive a secondary education at ihe same time as mas- 
ter Ing at a trade secondary vocational schools fully 
meets the Interests ol young people as well as ans- 
wering la ■ Ihe country's social development targets. 

It Is expected (hat the network ol vocational 
schools will be expanded. According to preliminary 
figures, ministries and deportments are 'to build 350 
complexes fn the 12th five-year plan period flOBO- 

A wide-scale proyramma has bean mapped out 7oi 
fcconaffuciton and expansion 61 existing vocation- 
a schools. Besides, more than 1,000 schools, al which 
at he present time pupils are only taught a trade,

TROUT IN THE LAKES 
OF PAMIR 

Several millions of fry o! a 
glam trout Erom the alpine lake 
Issyk-Kul were dispatched to 
lho Pamir. In special containers 
they will be delivered lo olplno 
lakes. 

Trout was brought to Issyk- 
Kul In Lhe same way from the 
Transcaucasus 50 years ago. In 
the Tien-Shan It acquired new 
qualities and turned actually into 
a different species reminding a 
salmon. Some fishes weigh up 
lo Ml kg and more — several 
limes more than the biggest 
Transcaucasian trouto. Many 
experts connect this unusual 
growth with the fact that fresh 
water trout, brought from Lake 
Sevan in Armenia, to the sally 
water of Issyk-Kul, got Into 
another habitation medium, 
turning into a predatory fish 
and hi-gnn to develop much 
quicker. 

Now the Issyk-Kul trout is 
being settled In the reservoirs 
ul the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many. Czechoslovakia and 
oihei European countries. For 
this purpose largo fish-breed- 
ing plants hove been built .in 
the shores of tho Kirghiz lake. 
Thanks to this trout has !»■ 
‘-oino an industrial fish and 
thousnnds of metric reiitners 
ere ranglii there in winter.

On June 18-20. Moscow was

tergovernmental Soviet-Cuban 
Commission on Economic, Sd- 
cnllllc and Technical Coopera- 
tion. 

The Commission discussed 
qiretUonj linknd with establish- 
ing the main trends in coopora- 
toa between the two coum rics 
oa a long-ici m basis and with 
coordinating state plans lor 
1966-90. 

Also examined were matters 
relating to (he luUilmcni ol 
sutual obligations [or deliveries 
of goods In 198.1 and In the Ural 
rfi month! of 1904, and to the 


maritime rransporialion ol 
foreign trade goods tielween the 
USSR and the Republic of Cuba. 

Joint decisions were passed 
aimed at further consolidating 
acUon by Soviet and Cuban 
organizations towards the con-

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Seed specialists cooperate 


A group of specialists from 
the Holland Seed Consultative 
Institute (NIVAZ) have visited 
Georgia and Pskov where vari- 
ous Dutch grasses have been 
tested for some time. 

ThB Dutch selection compa- 
nies— members Ol NIVAZ, offer a 
wide range of efficient grasses, 
Jan Omvlee, NIVAZ director, 
told an MNI correspondent. 
These grasses are Intended lo 
make pastures more productive 
and lo produce silage, that is. In 
(Inal analyses, to help dovelop the 
production of meat and mlik, a 
priority subject in the USSR. 

We have cooparaled In the 
field for four and a half years 
and much has bbdii already 
achieved. .In 1802 we signed a 
cooperation protocol with the 
Slate Commission for the Test* 
Ing of Agricultural Cultures at 
the USSR Ministry ot Agricul- 
ture. It specifically envisages ex- 


change of- culture], information 
and specialists. Test fie Ida out- 
side Moscow, Leningrad, Minsk, 
Kishinev and sonra other cltiea 
were used to grow our fodder 
grasses, clover, alfalfa, fodder 
beets, etc. The delivery of seeds 
from Holland forms only a first 
step of cooperation. In view of 
the wide ranging climatic con- 
ditions lo the USSR, a base for 
the production of high-quality 
seeds can be built to meet do- 
mestic and export needs. 

Fodder production is not our 
only cooperation venture with 
your country. W'e have been 
working together for several 
years on the selection of special 
grasses for soccer pitches and 
ppen spaces. Teals have already 
boon performed at Moscow Uni- 
versity and lira Luzhniki Stadium 
In Moscow.
